A TEMPORARY RECEIVER APPOINTED

Brunswick, Ga., June 2.—(Special.)—The 
_ Brunswick Savings Trust Company was 
today appointed temporary receiver of the 
Brunswick State bank, on petition of the 
depositors. Court then adjourned = until 
June Tth, The grand jury, contrary to cus- 
tim, was not discharged, but was given a 
recess. All petit jurors were discharged 
except four. 

The action of the court created unusual 
excitement on the streets, and dubious con- 
structions were placed on Judge Sweat's 
mot discharging the grand jury. Two of- 
ficers of the bank are quoted as being 

heavy borrowers from the bank contrary 
to the banking laws, and the outcome is 
causing much sensational comment. 

It-is understood tonight that northern 
capitalists have been here for d@ys trying 
to arrange for the reopening of the bank, 
and to pay depesitors in full, but vice-Pres- 
ident Crovatt stated tonight that if a re- 
ceiver was permanently appointed the de- 
positors would not realize ten per cent of 
the $98,000 they had in there. Vice-Presi- 
dent Crovatt gives his word if depositors 
will throw aside the receivership and al- 
low the bank to be reopened, all will be 
paid in full. ‘ 

When questioned as to the liability of 
officers, he stated he did not know any- 
thing about it. The president and cashier 
controlled four-fifths of the stock, and the 
directors and other officers of the bank 
knew practically nothing of the bank's 
affairs. 

The petition for a receiver charged mis- 
management of the bank's affairs.

TRIED TO STOP PROSECUTION. 


Fill Makes Efforts on That Line, But There 
Will Be No Compromise. 


in the Harry Hill situation when it reaches 
Atlanta. 

It bas 4@efinitely developed that 
those who are must interested 
in the development of the past 
few weeks have authorized the anbounce- 
ment that they propose to push the investi- 
gation and prosecution to the end, and to 
establish before the courts the fact that 
most of Hill’s notes endorsed by Mrs. 
Porter are rank forgeries. 

All day yesterday the wires were kept 
hot from Chicago intimating as coming 
from Hill that the prosecution could be 
stopped if parties in Atlanta would give 
the required bond, and would also pay 
attorneys’ fees and the reward prize. Hill 
through his friends, sent several telegrams 
here, urging that the matter be placed 
before those in Atlanta interested in it 
in this light, amd intimating that the ex- 
ercise of discretion of this sort would keep 
Hill’s mouth shut. 

He received no encouragement from At- 
lanta. On the other hand explicit tele- 
grams Were immediately wired back that 
they would under no circumstances pay 
a cent and that Hill’s proposition was 
nothing more than an effort at blackmail. 
He was informed that ne would be prose: 
cuted to the bitter end and that it was 
not only desired that he be brought back 
to Atlanta, but that nothing would be left 
undone to have bim brougkt here and face 
the court on the charges which he has 
made through the public print, evidently, 
as is believed by those most interested, 
for no other purpose than to force the 
payment which will relieve Hill from pros- 
ecution and thus take the matter out of the 
hands of the court. 

Hill’s own admission that most of the 
notes “are forgeries makes a dead case 
against him, and it is most emphatically 
denied that he had any authority, by direc- 
tion or indirection, to place the forged en- 
dorsement on the notes in question. 

There is no possible doubt but that-the 
relatives of the lady are determined to 
push the matter to its last conclusion. They 
have had it in their power all afong to stop 
the prosecution and thus shut Hill’s mouth 
if they wished to, but they have made no 
effort whatever to do s0, and indeed, he 
can say nothing more than he has already 
said. 

Thus, his trial on the charge of forgery 
becomes only a question of time, and when 
it comes there is no doubt but that it will 
be prosecuted most vigorously. 

Colonel Cox Talks of Hill’s Claims. 

When shown the statement of Hill to the 
effect that he knew the whole story con- 
cerning Mrs. Vorter’s endorsements, Mr. 
Albert Cox said: 

‘All there is in that statement is this: 


the Willson Whisky Company and I re- 


me that Mrs. Porter wouldm ake her paper 
for the company and enable it to pay up 
and pull — through. I went with 
him to see Mrs. Porter, and asked her if 
she would do this. She _ refused to 
do so unless she should be assured that it 
would be a safe business transaction to do 
so. I was unable to assure Mrs. Porter 
that she would be safe in making the paper, 
and she declined. After that I wrote 
copy of that letter is in my letter book, of 
date February 21st, and beyond this I 
know nothing whatever of this affair. Mr. 
Hill had no right to refer to me as ‘know- 
ing the whole story’—no right to refer to 
me at all, and this justifies me and makes 
it my duty, although he was trying to em- 
ploy me professionally, to repudiate the 
idea that I either solicited Mrs. Porter to 
make her paper, or knew of any other 
paper or papers made or pretended to be 
made by her in this connection or any 
other.” 

Sergeant Jennings Surprised. 

Sergeant Jennings reached Chicago yester- 
day afternoon at 6 o’clock. He at once placed 
himself in communication with the police 
authorities of Chicago. A short visit to po- 
lice headquarters put the sergeant in posses- 
sion of some facts.that disturbed his. serenity 
not a little. The facts were to the effect 
that Hill and his friends were making every 
effort to prevent the Georgia officer from 
taking the forger back to Georgia. 

Under the existing circumstances a fight 
was more than Sergeant Jennings expected. 
With a true bill against Hill fm this state 
aud with a clean bill of demand for his per- 
yon drawn upon the governor of Illinois by 
the governor of this state Sergeant Jennings 
could not see what could be gained by Hill 
in a fight to prevent his being brought back 
to Atlanta. 

But Harry Hill would rather.suffer the tor- 
tures of death than to come back to this city 
and face the people whom he knows here, 
and he has been determined since he was 
caught, it seems, not to come if there is any 
legil method of eseape. 

After surveying the situation, Sergeant Jen- 
nings last night wired to Chief Connolly ‘as 
to the lay of the land. He stated in his tele- 
gram that he confidently expected a fight 
as Hill and his friends were making a strong 
resistance to the prisoner being brought

Chief Connolly Makes Some Statements. 

Chief Connolly yesterday made statements 
of fatts concerning the arrest of Hill which, 
before the statement made by Hill to The 
Constitution's representative in Chicago, he 
felt in honor bound to conceal. These siate- 
ments were about the decoy telegrams sent to 
Hill and which were published in The Con- 
stitution’s Chicago special yesterday morning. 
These telegrams were genuine, but were not 
seut with the purpose that might be suggested 
from their matter. The telegrams were all 
from a cousin of Hill’s, W. EK. Hill, of this 
city, and held out to Hill the inducements of 
a settlement of all the trouble to get himr to 
come to Cucsgo. The tclegrams had th: de- 
sired effect, and Wink. Taylor, who was in 
constant communication with Harry Hill, 
wired Hill to come and meet W. E. Hill there 
on Friday (meaning yesterday). 

The scheme was worked very cleverly bY 
Bob Collins, and Chief Connolly was in pos- 
session of all the facts. After the meeting 
with Hill had been arranged to occur at the 
Briggs house on Friday, Chief Connolly began 
making preparagions for sending an oflicer 
there with a requisition for Hill. 

It was Chief Connolly's plan to send Ser- 
geant Jennings to Chicago to be present at 
the meeting at the Briggs house and arrest 
Hill. A few hours before Sergeant Jennings 
was billed to leave Atlanta on this errand a 
telegram wus received from the Chicago au- 
thorities announcing Hill's arrest. The ser- 
geant, however, did not give up the journey, 
but went ou for Hill. 
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TWO BAD WRECKS. 


A Washout on the Dichmond and Danville 
Results in Two Deaths. 

Columbia, S. C., June 2.—(Special.)—When 
the early morning train on the Richmond and 
Danville road stopped at Ridgeway this morn- 
ing a black chicken flew into one of the cars 
like a bird of evil omen. Several hours later 
that same car was hurrying on to this city 
with the bodies of Engineer Jack Germany 
and Fireman IT’. D. Henry and the sable bird 
sat perched above their mangled corpse. 

It was a terrible accident, the wreck that 
occurred twenty-three wiles from here this 
morning. 

The train was the regular mixed train from 
the north in charge of Conductor J. C. Wil- 
gon. The wreck occurred at 4 o'clock in the 
biackest of darkness. A cloudburst had 
washed away the road bed, making a crevasse 
of 100 feet long and about twenty feet deep. 
and leaving the delusive rails and crossties 
across the yawning gap. The men must have 
been hurled to the destiny without ay instant 
warning, for the air brakes were not applied, 
nor was the danger signal sounded. 

The only other person hurt was Express 
Messenger W. H. Holme, who is not Sert- 
ously injured. The passengers on the train 
probably owe their escape to the fact that 
the train was a mixed one with five freight 
cars between them gnd the express car. 

The engineer and tireman were buried under 
a mass of wreckage and the former was 
pinioned down between the boiler and the 
tender, his head resting against the air pump. 
He had his hands up in front of his face, 
which was badly washed and literally cooked. 

Fireman Henry had his head almost in the 
furnace door. He had a wound extending 
through his head. The passengers were not 
able to find the mangled bodies until after 
daylight. 

W. J. Germany was a native of Newberry 
and was forty-nine years old. He was known 
all over the state in railroad circles. He had 
been running on the road where he met his 
death for twenty-two years and had the repu- 
tation of being the best engineer on the line. 
For the last twelve years he was chief 
engineer of division 85, Brotherhood of Loco- 
motive Engineers, and represented his divi- 
sion in the grand division teu times. He be. 
gan engineering in Greenville and left there 
to take his part in the war. He leaves a 
widow, one son and two daughters.

The passenger train from Memphis, due here 
at ¢ o'clock, was behind time and runnine at 
a high rate of speed. Just after basnting 
Newsome station a sharp curve was reached, 
Here the rear coach jumped the track, ran on 
the crossties a hundred yards, struck a cwitch 
and keeled over, ‘The couch turned twa coig- 
plete revolutions and laaded right «stde up at 
the bottom of a forty-foot embankment. The 
trucks were torn off, every windew broken and 
the coach practically demolished.

After waiting until after 
the arrival of the Augusta train tonight and 
the bishop not appeuring, Hart announced 
amid ail kinds approving demonstrations 
that he had withdrawn from the colored 
Methodist Bpiscopai church, as he could pot 
ret egroee J. 7 Washington arose and of- 
ered resolutions sustaining, Hart and alse 
seceding.

CHIEF INSPECTOR VEAL’S REPORT. 


The Asphalt Committee Held a Meeting 
Yesterday Afternoon—Spring Street 
Will Be Closed. ‘ 


The board of health held its regular 
meeting yesterday afternoon in the office 
of Chief Inspector Veal. 

The following named gentlemen were 
present: Chairman Alexander, Secretary 
Avery, Dr. McRae, Mayor Goodwin, Mr. 
Tyler Cooper and Chairman Sbropsbire, 
of the sanitary committee. 

The meeting was not one of especial in- 
terest, and very little was done beside 
hearing a couple of committee reports and 
disposing of two or three petitions which 
were presented to the board. 

Immediately after the board was called 
to order, Mr. Bellingrath asked to be heard 
in regard to certain sanitary work that 
was in progress at the new telephone ex- 
change. He stated that while the new 
style lavatory had not stood the test, as 
applied by Inspector Veal, others had fail- 
ed to do the same thing. He asked that 
he be allowed to put them in, although 
the ordinance regulating such ihings did 
not admit of a change. 

After some discussion, and hearing from 
Inspector Veal, the board decided that it 
would be unwise to change the ordinance 
just to suit the convenience of one man; 
this, too, in view of the fact that these 
regulations have been in vogue for some 
time, 

The report of Inspector Veal shows that 
the sanitary department got in its usual 
amount of good work last month. He re- 
ports that the number of oart loads of 
garbage removed was 4,816; the_nuwmber 
of wagon loads of garbage removed, 1,U80; 
the number of loads removed from the 
street sweepings, 418; and the number of 
loads of night soil removed, 712. ‘This 
gives a grand total of 7,026 loads of garb- 
age and refuse. ‘The number of dead ani- 
mals removed was 244. The sewers were 
flushed five times. The number of notices 
seved to have nuisances abated was 1,- 
448. The street sweepers, four in number, 
were used fourteen times. The houses in- 
spected in regard to plumbing was 127; of 
these 49 were new houses, and 78 old one§. 

The fhspectors appear to have an es- 
vecial antipathy: to spoiled fruit and vege- 
tables. ‘Ine ambunt of fish condemned 
was 1,927 pounds; ninety-seven pounds of 
crabs; forty-two crates of beans; twenty- 


seven crates of English peas; twenty-nine } 


crates of cabbage; 297 bunches of bananas; 
which came near precipitating a number of 
fruit venders into immediate bankruptcy; 
thirteen bushels of sweet potatoes, and 
thirty-five and one-half bushels of Irish 
potatoes. )

Report of the Insurance Committee. 

The revort of the fire insurance committee 
was a verbal one and was delivered by the 
chairman of that committee, Hon. A. J.

“| have to report.” said Chairman Shrop- 
shire. “‘that we have taken out four poli- 
cies of $2.500. which amounts in all! to $10.,- 
OVO, according to the instructions from the 
board. Of this $6.700 was taken out on 
the mules and $3,300 was placed on the 
stable. stocks and harness shed. ‘The in- 
surance companies required us to put in a 
stand pipe in the center of the stable and 
furnish 100 feet of hose. ‘This we did. 

“We have also ordered two time clocks, 
which will cost us $16 each. One of these 
clocks. will be placed in one end of the 
stables and one will be placed in the harness 
shed. This will necessitate the watchman’s 
making a circuit of the buildings at least 
once every fifteen minutes.” 

A telephone is now being put up at the 
stables and one at the home of Inspector 
Veai. This was deemed advisable by the 
board. as the inspector might be needed 
at any time and it would require some 
time to have him sent for. With a tele- 
phone he can be notified immediately. 

‘The grand iury was rather severe with 
us before.” continued Mr. Shropshire, “but 
I think that it will give us a good report. 
I saw several of the grand jurors after they 


visited the stables and the dumping grounds.” 


The Death Rate Apparently Less. 

From a statement made by Dr. Alexander, 
the death rate for Atlanta has decreased 
for the month of May at least. 

‘The number of deaths up to June Ist 
for Mav of this vear has been 168,” said 
Dr, Alexander. ‘‘while last year for the same 
period it was 200. All this, too, despite the 
fact that there has been a scariet fever 
scare in the citv for the past two weeks 
and that Atl&nta’s population has also in- 
creased since 1892. I think that we may 
take some of the credit for this state of 
affairs to ourselves.” 

Dr. McRae’s milk ordinance was returned 
from the citv council a full-fledged law. 
On motion of Dr. McRae, at the suggestion 
of Chief Inspector Veal. it was ordered 
that 1.000 covies of a notice to the effect 
that there was such an ordinance be 
printed. 

Spring Street Closed Up. 


The committee on streets and bridges met 
Thursday afternoon and took important ac- 
tion. ‘he auestion before the committee 
was in regard to the closing of Spring street 
by the Seaboard Air-Line. 

The Seaboard Air-Line management in- 
tended to close up the street by the build- 
ing of a $250,000 building across it. The 
part of Spring to be closed is that portion 
just back of Mr. John Silvey’s residence. 
The committee decided to allow the Sea- 
board to go ahead with its building and 
close the street. This road will muke a 
fifty-foot driveway from Bartow to For- 
syth, parallel with Marietta street.
